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This is a decision on the petition filed July 26, 2004. 

On December 31, 2003, the above-identified application was 
deposited. On May 24, 2004, the Office of Initial Patent 
Examination (OIPE) mailed a "Notice of Omitted Item(s) in a Non- 
provisional Application - Filing Date Granted (notice)", advising 
applicant that Figures 8a and 10a - 10b appeared to have been 
omitted. The Notice set a two-month period' for response. 

On July 26, 2004, Petitioner correctly submitted a petition under 
37 C.F.R. §1.182, along with 11 sheets of drawings, which include 
Figures 8a and 10a - 10b. Petitioner has also included the 
petition fee and an attestation by an attorney who is not of 
record that a newly executed declaration is not required.
